GOLD FROM OTTAWA 


$3,000,000 Daily Shipments 
Planned, to Continue Per- 
haps Six Months. 


MORE FROM EUROPE DIRECT 


Tremendous Movement of Metal te 
This Country WiH Make Foreign 
Loans Easier to Place. 





Banking circles learned yesterday 
that, while the British Government had 
shipped into tHis country approximately | 


$200,000,000 in gold since the first week 
of May, the movement had by no means 
reached its climax. According to in- | 
formation obtained by bankers, an/| 
average daily consignment of $3,000,0U0 
may be expected to come across the 
border from Ottawa for an indefinite | 
period, which may continue as long as} 
six months. This gold will come to New 
York, and will be in addition to ship- 
ments to the Philadelphia mint from 
the same source, whieh have been 
averaging $1,500,000 wa day for’ some 
time. 

The definite plan for $3,000,000 of itm- 
ports each week day was put into. 
operation last week. - From Tuesday to | 
Saturday, five days, a toal of $15,000,000 
was deposited at the Assay Office to 
the account of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Then came word to the banking house 
that a consignment of $20,000,000 was | 
on its way.from Halifax, direct from 
London, and Ottawa transfers were | 
temporarily checked because of the con- | 
gestion which would have resulted in| 
the Government institution if more of | 
the metal had been laid down on top 
of the big shipment from London. - | 

It is believed thaf further oS eae 
receipts will be réceived from Euro 
direct, but these will be additional to! 
the scheduled Ottawa shipments. If! 
the plan is carried out as prepared, it is | 
clear that a truly enormous amount of 
the precious metal will find its way to 
these shores by Jan. 1, 1917. Counting | 
twenty-six days to the month, the tul- | 
fillment of the program would shift | 
into American vaults from Ottawa 
alone considerably more than $400,000,- 
000 of gold which is now owned abroad. 

The manner in which Great Britain and 
her allies have been able to mobilize 
the vast amount of gold so far received, 
and still to come, is puzzling to many 
bankers here. It is known that a great 
deal has come from the mines of South 
Africa, which have produced approxi- 
mately $4,000,000 a week for two years 
or more, and from Australia, where 
the Bank of England established a 
special reserve in the early days of the 
war. As far as can be learned the bars 
brought down from Ottawa have all 
borne the Ottawa mint mark, but this 
by no means tells the full story. 

It is supposed that the gold received 
in bullion form from Africa, Australia, 
and the Canadian mines has been re- 
melted at the mint, and this belief has 

given rise to the supposition that Rus- 
sian gold has, or will, play a prominent 
part in the Allies’ financial plans on this 
continent. 

A recent report of operations of the 
Russian Treasury showed that some- 
thing like $25,000,000 had been with- 
drawn in a period of a few weeks. The 
purpose has not been made public, It 
would not be a difficult matter for 
large transfers to take place between 
Viadivostok and Vancouver, The Brit- 
ish and Canadian officials, however, 
have given no intimation that their; 
Eastern allies are helping, and con- 
jecture has to find stimulation in the 
fact that Russia’s gold holdings before 
the war began were second only to 
those of the United States. 

The tremendous movement.of ‘gold to 
this country, past and in. prospect, 
naturally is having important influence 
in strengthening the credit of the allied 
nations here.. The heavy. borrowings 
iby. the various nations have been 
bolstered up by the gold reserve con- 
centrated here, and continued ship- 
ments make easier the process of plac- 
ing other loans.

Step Entirely Unjust to 
Business Here.

WASHINGTON, ‘July 18.—The British 
Government’s announcement that it had 
about eighty business 
firms and ‘individuals ‘‘ domiciled ”’ in 
the United States, with which British 
subjects are forbidden to trade, will raise 
ah issue of far-reaching consequence and 
importance between the Governments of 
the United States and Great Britain. 

It will bring to a focus the controversy 
between the two Governments regarding 
the application of the British Trading 


‘with the Enemy act to American business 


firms, and result in President Wilson 
sending an early protest to the British 
Government, to be delivered through 
Ambassador Page. This protest will be 


}against the application of the Trading 
| with the Enemy act, 


in- so far as it af- 
fects the trade of.the United States, and 
to contest the legality or rightfulness of 
imposing restrictions upon the freedom 
of American trade in this matter. 

The blacklisting of eighty or more 
firms and individuals in this country is 
considered by the Washington Govern- 
ment as a most serious matter. In the 
opinion of officials here, it is believed 
that the practical effect of the placing of 
American firms on the British statutory 
blacklist will be to bar them from the 
import and export trade. 

While the Trading with the Enemy act, 
in terms, only~ prohibits British subjects 
from trading with the blacklisted firms, 
thé actual effect of the policy has been 
to prevent blackliated firms in other neu- 
tral countries from engaging in foreign 
trade, becuse of t§% practical impossi- 
bility of obtaining vessels in which to 
move their imports or exports. British 
steamship companies, according to data 
| officially gathered here, are refusing -to 
haul goods for firms on the British black- 
| list, on the theory that this might be re- 

garded as trading with the enemy and 
result in their prosecution by the British 
Government. Neutral shipping lineg are 
feeling the pressure of the situation and 
are in many instances also refusing to 
handle shipments for persons or firms on 
the blacklist. 


Roling of Far-Reaching Importance. 

It is the contention in official circles 
here, based on data collected, that while 
the blacklisting of a person or firm as 
an enemy with whom a British subject 
is forbidden to trade is declared to be 
intended primarily to prevent British 
subjects from trading with the “ black- 
listed ’’’ persons, the practical effect 
of the “ blacklist’’ has been to pre- 
vent the “ blacklisted’’ firms from 
continuing trade with persons in coun- 
tries other than the British colonies, 
many of the latter persons fearing that 
they will also be “ blacklisted’ if they 
trade with the persons whom the British 
Government is blacklisting as “ ene- 
mies.’’ 

State Department officials said to- 
night they had not yet received from 
Ambassd@dor Page the list naming the 
business firms and individuais in the 
United States with whom residents of 
the United pingderes have been forbid- 
den to trade he list is eagerly await- 
ed by officials, as it will the first 
concrete evidence that American firms 
have been placed on the “ blacklist.”

Howé on House Figor for Al- 
* leged Immoral Conditions. 


SAYS HE IS NEGLIGENT 


Arraigne Him as a “Half-Baked 
Radical,”” Whose Policies 
Threaten New York City.

WASHINGTON, July 17. — Charges 
against Frederic C. Howe, Commis- 
sioner of Immigration at New York, 
were made in a speech in the House to- 
day by Representative William S. Ben- 
net of New York, Republican, who al- 
leged that conditions of immorality had 
existed and still existed at the Ellis 
Island immigration station as a result of 
Mr. Howe’s administration. 

‘“*A half-baked radical, with free love 
ideas,’ was one of the terms used by 
Mr. Bennet in assailing Mr. Howe. 

The New York member asserted that 
Commissioner Howe did not properly 
segregate the male and female aliens 
held at Ellis Island, that he had recom- 
mended the admission of immoral wo- 
men under bond, that in one instance he 
caused the admission of an undesirable 
woman named Juliette, who was placed 
as a servant in the home of a friend of 
the Commissioner, and that the Howe 
administration, if changes were not 
made, would become more of a scourge 
to New York than infantile paralysis. 

Mr. Bennet gave the matron at Ellis 
Island credit for correcting some of the 
bad conditions as they were alleged by 
him to exist a year or more ago, but 
said that other evils had taken their 


place. 

Mr. Bennet followed his speech by in- 
troducing a resolution calling upon the 
Department of Labor for information re- 


lating to various phases of Mr. Howe’s 
administration, including his plan _ to 
abolish competitive bidding in letting 
contracts for feeding immigrants de- 
tained at the island and substituting a 
scheme of Government ownership of the 
restaurant privilege. His resolution de- 
mands a copy of an opinion of the De- 
artment ot Justice on this point. Mr. 
ennet said that he had been unable to 
obtain a copy of the opinion. 


Reviews Howe’s Career. 
In leading up to his attack today, Mr. 
Bennet mentioned his own part in pass- 
ing the Mann White Slave law.

Russians on Carpathian Front

GALICIAN TOWNS IN PANIC 


German Defeat on the Lipa 
Held by Londan Critics to 
Open Way to Lemberg. 


LONDON, July 18.—General von Lin- 
singen’s retirement across the Lipa in 
Galicia‘is considered by the critics here 
as removing the last serious obstacle 
to the advance of the Russians toward 
Lemberg. 

Reports from Rome say that the re- 
tirement of the Teutonic allies on ‘the 
Lipa has caused a panic in Galicia, 
where towns are being evacuated. 

A Reuter dispatch from Petrograd 
quotes. the Boerse Gazette as asserting 
that the Austro-Germans have im- 
pressed all possible labor to strengthen 
the defenses of Viadimir-Volynski in 
Volhynia. Starving peasants, it is said, 
have been driven to the trenches to 
work, while in some cases villages have 
been burned. 

PETROGRAD, July 18.—Though the

Kaiser bestowed the good fortune on us 
of appeafitig ‘ih ‘our circle in the garden 
of a soldiérs” homme: He stood before us 
by no means altered, fresh and with the 
elastic strength of youth, only perhaps 
somewhat slenderer than formerly. Joy- 
ous vitality pulsed tn his eyes, and that 
was in the days when the attack on Ver- 
dun was in its hardest stadium. One 

was transported by him ito the atmos- 
phere of the calm security of confidence 
and firmness for half an hour. He spoke 
to us quite atermeiy, now in a light 
conversational tone, often laughing 
heartily, ‘now earnest and emphatic, at 
times with strong temperament, but al- 
ways sure in his expressions, often coin- 
ing phrases of classic sharpness. A band 
of warm fellowship bound us from the 
very first moment. With an expression 
of kindliest good-will he greeted us. His 
words were to he ineradicably writ in 
our hearts and souls. 

* Without any cireumiocution « or asides 
the Kaiser gripped the spiritual pulse 
of ithe times by saying: 

It is a time of winnowing. The 
world war separates wheat from chaff.

For. some days the Rissians. under 
General Kuropatkin have been driving 
against von Hindenburg in the Riga dis- 
trict in an effort to. force. their way 
across the Dvina, ‘or in those places 
where they are already across, to fight 
through the marsh areas with which that 
district is well covered. Thére is, from 
the very nature of the country,a marked 
difference in -the> battle: lines. here. as’ 
compared with thé lines ‘further south: 
A eonsideration of this difference. will 
explain the ‘lack’' of success the .Rus- 
sians have had on this front. : 

Except for the surroundings of Pinsk, 
the Russians line south is completely éut 
of the marshes. and on high and solid 
ground. The country is broken up free- 


ly by. hills of varying height, none of 

which assumes any material proportions, 
and by numerous streams; but the 
marsh beJts have been left behind. In 
the Riga district, it is practically all 
marsh with occasional cases of dry land 
over which emergence from the marshes 
is possible. The armies in this sector, 
therefore, do not form a continuous line 
but are really a number. of -different 
groups. The German defense consists 
as a consequence in guarding ae the outlets 
from the marshes over. which the Rus- 
, ane might pour if the passage was ever 
orced. 

Ot these marshes the great Tirul is 
the largest, and is the chief stunting 
block to the Russian advance. It does 
not seem reasonable, however, to con- 
sider at this time that the Russian ef- 
fort is an attempt to take the offensive 
seriously..

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ASQUITH ‘DISCUSSES 
NEGLECT OF TROOPS 


Intimates That Mesopotamia Ex- 
pedition, Despite Assurances, 
Lacked Medical Attention. 


LONDON, July 18.—Premier Asquith 
intimated in the House of Commons 
today that there was some basis for the 
adverse criticism of the conduct of the 
Britisn expedition in Mesopotamia.

Sixty-six Ships are to.be laid down as 
soon’ as possible.. Eight of these are to 
be capital ships, four battleships, and

The expenditure of $3,300,000 for bat- 
teries for merchant ships is authorized, 
and of this amount $1,650,000 is made 
available this year. The enlisted 
strength of the navy is increased from 
55,000 to 74,700, and the President is au- 
thorized in.‘an emergency to incréase 
the strength to 87,000 men in the navy 
and 17,400 in the Marine Corps. The 
naval militia is placed-on the same mili- 
taty footing as the National Guard and 
is thus made available in casé of neces- 
sity as.a part of the strength of the 
navy. Provision is.made for the co- 
ordination of the Coast Guard and Light- 
house Service with the navy in time of 
war, and two new. cutters for the Coast 
Guard Service are authorized. 

Aviation is amply provided for with 
several school stations and an appro- 
priation of $3,500,000. The ammunitiop 
item:-is the largest ever carried in a 
navy bill.. It appropriates $19,485,000, 
and supplies all the ships to be built in 
the next two years.

COURT BARS BINET TEST. 


Justice Goff Says It Is Useless to 
Standardize the Mind. 

The Binet test as a means of determin- 
ing mental incapacity was rejected yes- 
terday by Supreme Court Justice Goff 
in. refusing to commit a feebleminded 
girl. now an inmate of the Magdalen 
Home to a custodial institution. Com- 
menting on the test the court said: 
“Were these tests applied to the ques- 
tions of lawyers and answers of wit- 
nesses in our courts of law, what a fer- 
tile field for the psychologist in experi- 
mentation might be found there! 

“ All criteria of mental incapacity are 
artificial,” Justice Goff added, “‘ and the 
deductions therefrom must necessarily 
lack verity and be to a great extent 
founded on conjecture.” 

The court was confronted with a puz- 
sling question on the application by the 
parents of Esther Meyer, 21 years old, 
who asked that she be committed to 
their care, while the management of the 
Magdelen Home, to which she was sent, 
believed she should be sent to an insti- 
tution for the feebleminded. Justice 
Goff denied both applications, and as a 
result the girl will stay where she is.

Court Affirms Death Sentence 
Without Waiting to Hear 
the Crown's Side. 


LAWYER TALKS OF REPRIEVE 


Last Loophole of Condemned Man 
Lies in Certificate. Taking 
Case.to House of Lords.

LONDON, July 18.—Without. hearing 
the attorneys for the Crown, the Court 
of. Criminal Appeal today dismissed Sir 
Roger Casement’s appeal.from the ver- 
dict of the lower court, which found him 
guilty of treason; for which: Viscount 
Reading, the Lord Chief Justice, sen- 
tenced him t> death. 

For.a day and a half Alexander Sulli- 

van,. Sir Roger’s counsél, argued before 
the court, quoting many authorities in 
favor,of his contention that the offense 
of treason depended on whether the ac- 
cused person: dwelt. under the protection 
ofgthe King, and that the crime could not 
be committed without the realm. He 
abandoned his other points in regard to 
the Lord Chief Justice’s definition of 
the offense. 
. As soon as Mr. Sullivan had concluded 
his argument the court retired to con- 
sider whether the attorneys, for the 
Crown would be called on to Teply. It 
soon decided to the contrary, which in- 
dicated that the appeal had gone against 
Sir Roger, who was present during the 
argument and when judgment was 
given. ° 

A further appeal, to the House of 
Lords, is possible only if the Attorney 
General gives a certificate that the de- 
cision of the Court of Criminal Appeal 
involves a point of law so exceptionally 
important that it is desirable in*the pub- 
lic interest that a still higher court 
should deal with it. This has been done 
only twice since the Court of Criminal 
Appeal was established eight years ago. 

Justice Darling, in delivering the judg- 
ment, expressed the indebtedness of the 
court: to Mr. Sullivan for his well-con- 
sidered and. well-delivered arguments, as 
the Justice ‘characterized them, adding 
that they were worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of the King’s courts, but he de- 
clared that they had been answered by 
bird Staraaye of the Crown at the first 

Michael Francis Doyle, a Philadelphia 
attorney of counsel for Sir Roger, ex- 

ressed the opinion today that it was 

mprobable the Attorney General would 
certify the case for appeal to the House 
of Lords, as the appeal court did not 
consider it necessary to hear argument 
for the Government.

attorney said, and there were strong 
hopes of one being granted.

Sixth Business Men’s Regiment Is

WASHINGTON, July 18 \Freedoen: to 
enter the United States, once denied, 
was granted tonight to ex-President 
Cipriano Castro of ‘Venezuela .and -his 
wite by ‘order ‘of Secretary. Wilson of 
the Labor Department.;:. He: overruled 
the decision of the special board;of fm- 
migration . officials at New York .deny-~ 
ing them admission. ._Under the Secre- 
tary's ruling the Castros are’ free to 
go to Porto Rico as they had planned, 
or to.remain indefinitely in the United 
States. 

A telegram -ordering immediate re- 
lease of General and Mrs. Castro, who 
have been held on Ellis Island. since 
their arrival. Saturday from, Trinidad, 
was sent tonight to Immigration Com- 
missioner Howe. 

In explaining his ruling, Secretary 
Wilson said that when Castro attempted 
to enter the. United tes.in-1918 from 
France he refused to answer questions 
regarding his alleged complicity in. the 
murder of General Paredes, a political 
opponent in Venezuela,. and was ex- 
chided on the ground that he..was im- 
plicated in a crime involving moral 
turpitude, At the hearing last Sunday 
at Ellis Island, however, he answered 
all questions asked, denying guilt in

The decision of Controller PREnpmR-

Gast and President Dow1ine of' the 
Board of Aldermen, acting as a special 
committee of the Board of Estimate, to 
exclude from Morningside Park the big 
building which the Water Board in- 
tended to use as a pumping station and 
to report to the full board in favor of 


placing the pumping machinery in the 
park underground, indicates that an- 
other plan of park encroachment, and 
one engineered by public officials.who 
might be expected to comprehend the 
need of park preservation in this great 
city, has been defeated. The result fs 
even. better than we had hoped for, as 
it seemed for a time as if tht only Way 
out would be a compromise on a small- 
er arld less unsightly building. There 


is scarcely a chance that the Board of 
Bstimate will not accept the decision of 


the sub-committee. 

As @ matter of fact, when the aque- 
duct Mne.was Jaid out, there should 
have been no question whatever of 
placing @ pumping station in the park. 
All public officials and al) engineers in 
the service of the city must appreciate 
its need of all the park space it has 
and the necessity of combating all 
plans, whatever their purpose may be, 
of encroaching upon any of it. But the 
Water Board ighored the will of the 
people to the extent of planning to 
take away a considerable part of the 
Morningside surface, and the conse- 
quence is that the cost of the aqueduct 
will be somewhat greater than was in- 
tended. Work that has been done must 
be undone, the extra cost of sinking 
the fump will be appreciable, and’ the 
expense of operating an underground 
pumping station will be somewhat 
larger. But the people’s policy of park 
preservation has triumphed, and, wher- 
ever the next scheme of park invasion

THE SUPERFLUOUS SHIPPING BILL 

The Administration bill to rescue 
American shipping from decay is now 
deciared to be perfect. By a happy co- 
incidence the Bureau of Navigation 
puts out just at this time a statement 
of the actual condition of the industry. 
American merchantmen registered for 
ocean service aggregate 2,100,000 tons, 
or more than double the total before 
the war. There were under construc- 
tion in American yards, on July 1, 385 
steel ships of 1,225,784 gross tonnage. 
That is more than the German maxi- 
mum of 920,000 in 1914. England has 
now a larger annual construction, 
1,423,335 tons, besides its abnormal 
naval construction. Under the Ship 
Registry act of 1914 thefe have been 
added to our register 184 vesséls of a 
tonnage but a trifle less than the Brit- 
ish construction fn the same year. A 
more robust condition of the industry 
might be desired, but could not be real- 
ized, for every shipyard is crowded 
with orders, and the skipping masters 
can hardly count their earnings 

This is the condition of the industry 
which was on the road to ruin, ac- 
cording to the theory of those who 
constituted themselves its saviors. 
Unless. Government intervened our 
freights could not be carried, and trade 
would be destroyed. As a matter of fact, 
our trade has been carried to such an 
extent that our credit balance on mer- 
chandise foreign trade has exceeded 
two billions. It would have embar- 
rassed us to produce more, or foreign 
buyers to buy more. This is. nothing 
less than a world’s record of prosperity 
for this industry. 

It is at this juncture that the Ship- 
ping bill. comes to perfection and ap- 
proaches enactment. Nobody would 
have been blamed if the bill had been 
forgotten, or mislaid. No reward was 
offered for its discovery, but here it is 
again, much the worse for wear.. It is 
only a shadow of the. truculent pro- 
posal to supplant private initiative in 
the shipping. industry by Government 
intervention. Even within a day or 
two it has been found necessary to 
drop entire sections. The ‘proposal to 
include harbor and river shipping in 
the regulations for shipping on the 
ocean and lakes has disappeared ®n- 
tirely. Its omission will hardly re- 
store confidence in the handiwork of 
those capable of inserting it. The :in- 
clusion of Cabinet officers in the 
proposed Shipping Board has been 
dropped. It is a great gain to remove 
the taint of domestic politics, and to 
prevent to this extent the attaching of 
an official label to a trade exception- 
ally subject to foreign friction. 

A tip has been taken from the for- 
eign nations which have forbidden the 
sale of their vesgels, and a correspond- 
ing prohibition has been inserted in 
the American bill. No nation in the 
world which has ships for sale will 
allow them to be sold, without special 
arrangement.

But the 
British shipyards have launched 1,016 
ships, with a tonnage of 2,893,425. In 
reserve are the German: and other 
ships which have escaped destruction 
by. not leaving port, Mr. RosBerT 
DoLLaR estimates that the world’s total 
loss of ships until July, 1917, includ- 
ing both normal and war losses, will be 
7,958,048 tons, against world construc- 
tion, 8,295,880. The war's interruption 
of commerce is a fair offset to the 
world’s normal increase of tonnage. 
Approximately there will be as many 
ships existing after another or third 
year of war as before the war, and it 
May be that thdre will be more ships 
than relaxed trade may require. Be- 
fore the Government has got ready to 
begin its efforts to save the situation 
the efforts of the shipping traders 
whom the Government so underesti- 
mated have accomplished more than 
the Government even Areamed of do- 
ing. It is a demonstration that there 
are times when it is something like 
genius to do nothing at all.

AMBASSADOR ELKUS. 

ABgEAM I. Ecxvus, nominated by the 
President to be Ambassador to Turkey, 
will be a worthy successor to HEnEr 
MoRGENTHAU and Oscar S. STaavs, both 
of whom won distinction by honorable 
service at that post. The Ambassador 
of the United States at Constantinople 
must have a good deal vf tact, which 
is a primary qualification for a diplo- 
matic representative; he must also be 
@ man of firmness and decision, for it 
is by the exhibition of those qualities 
quite bs often as by the use of tact 
that diplomatic victories are won when 
difficulties arise between our Govern- 
ment and the Sultan and his advisers. 
Just at present problems have arisen 
in our relations with Turkey because 
of the unsatisfactory response that 
Government is reported to have made 
to our protests against acta in vio- 
lation of the rights and endangering 
the safety of Americans. Mr. ELxKus 
has the essential qualifications of 
soundness and strength of character 
and great capacity for work, and his 
training and long experience at the 
bar constitute a valuable element of 
fitness for diplomatic service. 

Mr. Evxvs has, as a lawyer and as a 
citizen, for many years been active in 
works for civic welfare and improve- 
ment, he has served as member of im- 
portant commissions and he has drawn 
many legislative measures of a reme- 
dial nature, measures which are now 
laws of the State. Since 1911 he has 
been a Regent of the University of the 
State of New York and he occupies 
many posts of trust and responsibility 
in benevolent and charitable associ- 
ations. The appointment is one that 
will have warm approval in this com- 
munity, where there is universal recog- 
nition of Mr. Eixus’s qualifications 
and of the value of his public services.

LETTING IN THE LIGHT. 

Proof accumulates that the truth 
is at last making its way In Germany. 
Never before has the German Gen- 
eral Staff been obliged to appeal to 
the people for confidence in the con- 
duct of the war. That this is not @ 
mere formality, but is called forth by 
urgent necessity, is shown by Major 
MoRAHT’s characterization of it as @ 
thing ‘‘of the utmost importance.” 
His own language.in seconding it 
is almost plaintive. ‘Our highest 
“leadership deserves our confidence. 
“The army trusts it. Why should 
“not those at home do the same?” 
He declares, with a confidence he 
plainly does not feel, that “those at 
“home will not allow themselves to 
“be shaken by an ocean of printed 
“ paper.” The soldier must feel 
“calm and confidence” at his back 
if he is to fight well. Never before 
has this language been used in Ger- 
many. What is this thing against 
which Major Moraut pleads, against 
which the General Staff appeals? Is 
it not only the German Army, but the 
German spirit as well, that is on the 
defensive? 

It is plain é¢nough whence arises 
the lack of confidence against which 
the General Staff is fighting. We 
already know that while the Govern- 
ment has given out only the most 
meagre accounts of the Allies’ of- 
fensive, it has permitted the‘ free and 
full publication of accounts from 
French, Britigh, Russian, arid Italian 
sources, The Germans have been} 
reading daily the reports of the Al- 
lies’ advance, as given by the Allies 
themselves, Nothing has come from 
their own Government to counteract 
the truth. For the. first time Ger- 
many has been brought face to’ face 
with the facts. 

That BerHmMaNn Houiwse's Gov- 
ernment vhas been. following this 
course for a set purpose there can- 
not be-any doubt. ‘The General Staff 
rages in vain; it is frightened in its 
turn, less at.the Allies’ adyance than 
at the course of the Civil Government 
in spreading the truth, When the 
truth spreads far enough. the General 
Staff will not have at its back’ that

that “calm and confidence” was

He notes the 
strange fact that whenever the Ger- 
mans are victorious they are’ willing 
to talk peace, whereas when the 
Allies are victorious they are not. 
But he has not yet the key which 
will unlock to him the meaning of 
this fact. He only draws from it the 
old moral, which Germany has drawn 
so long—that peace will come as soon 
as the obstinate enemy can be made 
to see that it is beaten, and that at 
present it is unaccountably blind. It 
would be well for Hungary if she 
should get herself, as soon as pos- 
sible, a Bethmann Hollweg and a 
campaign for letting in the light. Yet 
there are Hungarians who see at 
least the truth that Hungary is 
desperately in need of peace, and 
Count Kanourt, who is demanding « 
separate and immediate peace for 
his country, irrespective of the con- 
sent of Germany or even Austria, 
may supply in that land the lack of 
the organized and methodical Gov- 
ernmental campaign which is bring- 
ing the light to Germany.

THE EMPLOYERS SHOULD ARBI- 
TRATE. 

Tt is a great pity that the conferences 
of the garment manufacturers and 
union. officials should have broken up 
in failure. Agreement seemed near 
yesterday morning. Both sides had 
come to an understanding on the dis- 
charge question, and the employers had 
tentatively agreed to the preferential 
union shop. The rock on which the 
conference split was the question of 
piece wages. The employers took the 
position that they would reserve the 
right to fix all piece wages directly 
with their employés in the different 
shops, and that they would not consent 
to discuss the subject with the union or 
submit it to arbitration. They also 
contended that any agreement as to 
standards, wages, and haurs of em- 
ployment should apply only to the 
manufacturers and not the contrac- 
tors doing work for them. In both 
these contentions the employers were 
unreasonable. The essence of trade 
unionism is the protection of the work- 
ers through collective bargaining, and 
if the employers, while recognizing the 
preferential union shop, deny the union 
the right to bargain on behalf of its 
members, they are granting the shad- 
ow and withholding the substance. 

With regard to contracting shops, the 
union properly insisted that if they 
were not subject to the same stand- 
ards as the manufacturers, the latter 
could easily evade their agreement by 
having all or the greater part of their 
work done by small contractors under 
their control. 

It was not expected that the con- 
ferees would fail of agreement on these 
two points, for both have been suc- 
cessfully met in the revised protocol 
now in force in the dress and waist 
industry. There a Board of Protocol 
Standards enforces in all the shops of 
the trade the same standards as those 
required of the association, thus re- 
moving a source of unscrupulous com- 
petition. Prices for piece work are no 
longer settled by the process of hag- 
gling between ufilon representatives 
and employers, but by scientific and 
impartial tests conducted under the 
joint supervision of the manufacturers 
and the unlfon. There is peace In the 
dress and waist industry, and there is 
no indication that the manufacturers 
are dissatisfied. 

The conferences having failed, the 
employers should now consent to arbi- 
tration. The union, now as in the be- 
ginning, expresses its willingness to 
submit all questions in dispute to a 
board of impartial business.men. The 
manufacturers, if they value public 
opinion at all, can reasonably do no 


less.

The acceptance of the three years’ 
naval building program in the Senate 
yesterday by a viva voce vote is as- 
surance that the small-navy men have 
lost their influence in Washington.

Is Demanded. 1.5 to those laws of 
association so beloved by modern psy- 
chologists, a turning of the mind to 
sharks. So turned, any mind in which is 
deeply implanted the desire to be just 
is inevitably impelled to condemn the 
harsh epithets which so many people are 
now applying to those large and interest- 
ing fish. 

Everybody forgets, apparently, as 
evesybody everywhere always has for- 
gotten, that the right of the shark to 
live after his lights is precisely that of 
other animated creatures, including men, 
and the latter, of all the earth’s inhabi- 
tants, should be the very last to critt- 
cise a race that kills to eat. That, of 
course, is what the shark does, and all 
he does. The notion ‘that he is notably 
wicked and particularly deserving of 
painful death is merely an illustration of 
that fatuous anthropocentrism which is 
a characteristic almost invalidating our 
claim to reason. 

I¢ sharks thought it worth while to 
defend their mode of life they could jus- 
tify it against us in any court. They 
belong to one of the world’s’ few really 
old families—a family in comparison 
with which our own, as every geologist 

mits, is an upstart product of yesteér- 

ay. Therefore, if there is anything in 
priority of possession, the sharks have 
a much better right to kill us than we 
have to kill them, for they had been a 
well-established race ages and ages be- 
fore we appeared; and while our an- 
cestors were still hanging from trees by 
their tails, the sharks were majestic 
beasts of ancient lineage adjusted to en- 
vironment with such a close approach to 
perfection that there had been no neces- 
sity, for them to change either their 
structure or their habits in all the pass- 
ing eons. ‘ 

They preceded us here and the chances 
are that they will survive us. A little 
more modesty on our part, therefore, 
would be becoming. If we must hate 
them, it should be with a clear realiza- 
tion of the fact that we do it only be- 
cause we fear them.

Instead 
they advise, as quite good enough, the 
erection of buildings of the “ factory 
or block type,” to be enlarged by adding 
one unit after another as the need for 
space increases. ‘ A Post Office,”’ they 
sternly declare, ‘‘ should be essentially 
a workshop, and constructed with a view 
to economy, efficiency, and comfort of 
the employes.’* 

These be noble words, and they are 
of the kind that has made the United 
States a great country. Of course no 
Congressman will think anything less 
than a “monument ’’ guod enough for 
his own town, but they will all be glad 
to advise Post Offices of the factory tyne 
for other places, knowing well that other 
places will receive competent care from 
other Congressmen. . 

A sentimentalist might say that a town 
quite destitute of the monumental was 
in special need of having at least one 
specimen of it, but that is an “ unprac- 
tical '’ argument, and real statesmen will 
pay no heed to it. Surely they are little 
if any better than the wicked whose 
every desire is not satisfied by ‘* econ- 
omy, efficiency, and comfort.’

us something for nothing, what can it 
give us that we could not get for our- 
selves by concerted action? Ig there 
aby more need for an authors’ union 
than there is for a lawyers’ union? The 
lawyers have an association; so have 
we, We are free agents. We are not 
forced to accept terms unfavorable te 
us. Successful authors do not accept 
unfavorable terms. If there are cus- 
toms In the business detrimental to our 
welfare, we need only refuse te con- 
form to these customs and they will 
soon cease to be. The federation can 
aid us only by calling strikes, and this 
the federation will not do unless in 
some way, either by the support of 
our pens or the support of our pocket- 
books, we stand behind all labor union 
movements and thus give. value re- 


ceived. 

According to the Committee on 
Affiliation, the arrangement is to be a 
very nice one with all of the advantages 
on the side of the authors. The 
authors will be able to coerce moving 
picture magnates, book publishers, and 
magazine editors with a threat of 
trouble among the tamera men, the 
actors, or the printers. The authors, | 
on the other hand, are to be under no 
obligation to assiat other organizations 
affiliated with the federation. Does 
any sane author believe this? Does 
any member of the committee in- 
nocently suppose that the authors will 
not be assessed to support strikes called 
among the workers in other lines?

The estate of Frank F. Thebaud, mem- 
ber of the old established shipping and 
commission firm of Thebatid’ Bros., 
founded 135 years ago, which assigned 
on July 17, 1907, was appraised yeéster- 
day at $30,678. Mr. Thebaud died on 
Sept. 28, 1906; about niné months before 
the assignment was made by his 
nephew, Paul G. Thebaud, and Fritz 
Prahl aS surviving partners. Thé de- 
cedent’s interest in the firm was fixed 
at $22,230.

Hatfield's 500-Meter Record 
in N.Y. A. C. Tank. 


Herbert E. Vollmer, _ intercollegiate 
and American mming, champion, 
added a great sprig of laurels to his 
aquatic honors yesterday when he cre- 
ated a new world’s fecord for the 500- 
meter swim in:.the natatorium ‘of ‘the 
Néw York Athletic Club. in. West Fifty- 
ninth Street. The New York A. C. star 
hswam the distance in 6:51 3-5, bettering 
the old mark by fivé and one-fifth sec- 
onds. The previous record, which. hag 
sto6d the onslaughts of aspiring. swim- 
mers for the past four years, was held 
-by J. G. Hatfield of England, who cov- 
ered the distance in 6:56 4-5. 

In his performance yesterday after- 
‘noon Vollmer, in addition to creating a 
new world’s mark for 500 meters, broke 
the American reco for 300. meters, 
held by Charles M. Daniels.

Law sis Likely 
to be Repeated.

ALBANY, N. Y., July 18.—A feeling 
against the -Malone law creating. the’ 
State ‘Athletic Commission continues. to 
grow, and there, is a strong likelihood 
that the next Legislature will be asked 
to repeal the. act. Persons who have 
been following the work. of, the commis- 
sion closely. are of the opinion that the 
proposal of Chairman Fred A. Wenck to 
legalize referees’ decisions in the State 
has created a new element of disturbance 
in sporting cirelés throughout the Stdte. 


This pro 1 is keenly resented ‘and 
is rempanaiti for the movement looking 
to the. abolition of the commission. 
Chairman Wenck-has failed in one effort 
to legalize boxing decisions, and the op- 
ponents of ‘legalization declare that it 
would be handing the boxing game. over 
to the gamblers. “Those supporting Mr. 
Wenck assert that it is as easy now to 
kill the sport, and that. until decisions 
are permitted boxers and. promoters will 
back down to the disgust of the lovers 
of the sport for sport’s ‘sake. 

Criticism has been directed against the 
commission from its inception; a large 
number holding that it is a. superfluous 
department; and that it is a detriment 
to, boxing. The controversy over decisions 
{s\the basis for the claim now that the 
next Legislature will be asked to repeal 
the Malone law. Governor Whitman, 
however, said tonight that no formal 
complaints have come to him as yet, 
though he had heard that there was:con- 
a dissatisfaction over the com- 
mission.

The Webb bill,

partment of Commerce, provides that 
nothing contained in the anti-trust laws 
“shall be construe as declaring to be 
illegal. an association entered into for 
the sole purpose of engaging in export 
trade and actually engaging solely in 
such trade, or an agreement made or act 
done in the course of export ‘trade by 
such association, provided such agree- 
ment or act is not in restraint of trade 
within the United States."’ 

While “ pooling agreements ’’ in the 
interest of extension of American com- 
merce are thus recognized by the bill, it 
ig stipulated that ‘‘ unfair methods of 
competition ’’ as defined in existing 
anti-trust statutes and the act creating 
the Federal Trade Commission shall not 
be employed. 

Report of ‘the bill by the House Com-: 
mittee is expected, the hearing today de- 
veloping little opposition to the argu- 
ments advanced by members of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission.

Mrs. Humiston said 
she was confident of getting the stay 
because she had new and important 


evidencé to present to the court. She 
couldn't say just what the new testii- 
mony would be, but it was hinted that 
there has been uncovered evidence of a 
lot to do away with Shelby, a wealthy 
Srmer, in which Stielow played no 
part . It was. also hinted that Stielow 
ad been made a scapegoat. 

A part of the new testimony is that 
two weeks before the murder a ped- 
dler went to the home of Stielow and 
suggested that he and Stielow arrange 
to rob Bon pyehe d Stielow refused, where- 
upon the peddler said he thought he 
would do it himself. Mrs. Humjston_be- 
lieves this man was sent to sound Stie- 
ow as to the possibility of his doing 
away with the rich farmer.

The cloak trade war probably will be 
fought till hunger or bankruptcy pros- 
trates the belligerents. Just a week after! 
tt Began, the conference arranged by 
Mayor Mitchel to end the strike, which 
fiak’ made 200,000 persons idle’ and ‘left 
$60,000,000 worth of orders for women’s 
clothes unfilled, the ' seventh -.session 
broke up in discord yesterday on the 
twenty-eighth floor of the Metropolitan 
Tower. 

President Samuel Gompers of the 
Ainerican ‘Federation of Labor, who had 
presided, left the city for Washington, 
and Benjamin Schlesinger, President of 
the’ union, issued orders for the strike, 
flow almost ‘twelve weeks old, to go on. 
Within an hour the Citizens’ Committee 
fovisupport of the cloakmakers and oth- 
erg interested were busy with plans to 

ef the strikers, for the union is no 
lofiger able to make the strike payments 
of $45,000 a week, which was less than 
$2..a-week per family for the needle- 
workers. . 

It was shortly before 11 A. M:. when 
Mr.°-Gompers, leaving tne conference 
room, told the reporters, ‘‘ It’s all off."’ 

Bach side issued a statement accusing 
the other of bad faith and of breaking 

e conference. The immediate cause 
of the break was the demand of the 
union that it have a hand in fixing prices 
for piece work. 

Before the end of: the conference Mr. 
Semennger for’ the union, offered to 
submit the issues to arbitration, which 
the represéntatives of the Cloak, Suit and 
Skirt Manufacturers’ Association refused. 


The Union's |\Statement. 

In a statement issued .by the union 
after the adjournment it was said that 
the-.conference thas demonstrated that 
the ‘trouble. would never be settled with- 
out .the intervention of an. impartial 
board of arbitration. \« — - :

SLAYER SHOT THREE, 


Rejected Suitor Killed Father 
and Wounded Mother and 
Brother of ‘Girl, 


CROWD HELD BY FEAR 


Dared Not Enter House Where Vic- 
tims Lay Until Murderer 
Killed Himself.

FREEHOLD, N. J., July 18.—For three 
hours early this morning a dozen town 
officials and a dred neighbors armed 
with pistols and shot guns stood outside 
the frame cottage of James P. Hopkins; 
at 87 Mechanic Street, afraid to enter 
and arrest John Solax, an Armenian 
shoemaker, who had shot and: killed 
Hopkins, and wounded his wife and oné 
of their children. Until daylight came 
they stood in groups about the house 
fearing an attack by the slayer whom 
they could hear at intervals moving 
about inside the house. Sometimes the 
wounded child within the house sobbed 
and once the crowd heard the man’s 
voice, but none ‘dared enter. 

At last a door slammed and’ séveral: 
shots sounded. Then came groans and 
the cries.of a man in pain: The more 
venturesome entered the lower floor, but 


they feared to go upstairs, believing:the’|. 


assassin was feigning agony to entice 
them within reach. After an hour ‘all 
was quiet and daylight: came. Then the 
crowd trooped up the stairs. 

In the bathroom was Solax, dead. He 
had. shot himself twice in the stomach 
and once in’ the head. Near his bed in 
the front room. was 9-year-old Leslie 
Hopkins with a bullet wound in his leg 
and another in his arm. In another 
bedroom Hopkins lay dead on the floor. 
He had been sot through the abdomen, 
through the head; and in the arm. Near 
him and still alive was Mrs. Hopkins. 
She had been mortally wounded, one 
bullet having entered her lung” and 
another her stomach. 

The story .of Solax’s attack on ‘the 
family was learned from Mrs. Hopkins 
and the Hopkins children. Solax was a 


shoemaker only about 20 years old with 
a shop across the street from the Hop- 
kins home. He had seemed to be in-
